The character of the Sultan of Tur- 
key is the most profound mystery of 
our time. Some of us have seen him, 
We know his origin and history, we

to face. But all this affords no clue 
to the mystery. Here is an Asiatic.

HIS DAILY LIFE. 

From the man, let us turn to his 
daily life. On the Bosphorous, a few 
miles above Constantinople, is the pal- 
ace of Dolmabaghcheh.

ment that has been wrung from him; 
to score one diplomatic victory after 
another over six of the most experi- 
enced and wily ambassadors living; to

That is, every- 
thing in his appearance ' contradicts 
the idea that he is an Osmant—a pure 
Turk. In fact, he is an Armenian, 
His mother was an Armenian slave, 
and, unless all tradition, lies, his 
father was not the Sultan Abdul 
Mejid, but the latter’s Armenian gard- 
ener. The Turks to a man ¢all him

Thus, though 
Abdul Hamid II has played with suc- 
cess many a game in which a Turk 
would have been’utterly worsted, and 
though he is in name and positon the 
thirty-fourth man who has girded on 
the sword of Osman in the sacrosanct 
Mosque of Eyoub on the Sweet Wa- 
ters of Europe, he does not really be- 
jong to that race which Freeman de- 
clares to have produced more. great 
leaders of men than any other that 
has ever existed.

No- 
body can even approach his gates, for 
he surrounds himself with thousands of 
troops, the only ones well paid in his 
whole Empire, whose loyalty is as- 
sured by ceaseless favors and presents. 
If you wish to convince yourself of the 
reality of his seclusion, walk up the 
hill toward the gates of Yildiz. You 
will not have gone far before a warn- 
ing cry of “Yasak—it is forbidden!” 
reaches you. <A second later the gleam 
of a sentry’s bayonet -and the rattle 
of the lock of his rifie bids you to 
pause, and if you appear to show the 
slightest hesitation, the next morning 
will probably find you lying stiff and 
cold tin some remote slum of Galata, 
having obviously been killed in a mid- 
night brawl by some of the human 
scum with whom the city swarms—one 
man added to the thousands of unex- 
plained mysteries of the Ottoman cap- 
ital. For uppermost fn the mind of the 
Sultan at every moment of the day 
and night is his dread of assassination. 
The water he drinks is brought from 
a safe distance in sealed casks. His 
food is prepared with unimaginable 
precautions and tasted by others before 
it reaches his lips. He never sleeps 
in the same place for two nights run- 
ning. He has a bedroom to which he 
ascends by a ladder, pulling it up after 


“him. Whenever he receives a foreigner 


he wears white gloves, lest infection 
should be conveyed by a touch of the 
hand. Let the Chief Eunuch but whis- 
per that a certain minister or officer 
is plotting against his life, and that 
man finds himself in lifelong exile on 
the confines of the Empire before he 
is much older. I have seen men tor- 
tured, shot, hung, guillotined and be- 
headed; but I have never seen such 
terror lurk in human eyes as was be- 
trayed by this “King of kings,’ as he 
drove through the serried ranks of 
thousands of saluting soldiers on his 
way to pray in his private mosque. It 
wes the look on the face of a rat 
upon whom the cage door has just 
sprung when he is lifted up ta the 
light to be examined. 
AT YILDIZ PALACE. 

It is this same dread that has allotted 
their respective uses to the three floors 
of Yildiz. On the ground floor are sec- 
retaries and their offices; above them 
Osman Pasha, who held Plevna so 
splendidly against the Russians, the 
Grand Chamberlain and the chief of 
the secret police; in the top story live 
the Sultan and the favorite ladies of 
his harem., When an Ambassador pre- 
sents his credentials he is received in 
an imposing reception-room, he makes 
his speech to his own dragoman, or of- 
ficial interpreter; the latter repeats it 
in. Turkish to the Suitan’s chamberlain. 
who, in low. respectful tones, passes it 
on to his imperial master. The im- 


~pertal reply reaches the Ambassador in 


the same roundabout way, and then 
the visitors are conducted away, to be 
entertained with cigarettes, each ac- 
companied by a delicate amber mouth- 
piece, and coffee served in jeweled cups. 
When diplomatists are invited to dine 
at=Yildiz, it occasionally happens that 
the Sultan sits at the same table with 
them, but more Often he sits in his own 
apartment, or sends his guests certain 
dishes from his own tahle as a mark 
of special courtesy, and receives them 
afterward. 
Private visitors are treated with 
much less ceremony, though they are 
subjected to a great deal of inspection 
before they actually reach the imperial

But he would be wise to 
leave Constantinople soon afterward, 
for secrets are not kept in an Oriental 
‘country, and he would find = cold 
shoulders at the club. In fact, Turkish 
money smeils, and soon betrays its 
presence in anybody’s pocket. A par-

My in- 
terviews with Cardinal Gibbons took 
place in the cardinal’s house at Balti- 
more. This is a big gray-stone build- 
ing of many rooms, situated ifi’ the 
heart of the city, just back of the cathe- 
dral.

A UNIVERSAL RELIGION.

Abdul Hamid’s 
whim may demand the attendance of 
his ministers at any moment, while on 
the other hand, they may be unabie to 
see him for a fortnight on business 
For 
instance, when I was last in Constan- 
tinople, Kiamil Pasha had not been 
able to secure an audience for many 
days. He had been repeatedly to the 
paiace, sent in written reports, been 
kept waiting several hours, and then 
dismissed with a contemptuous verbal 
message brought to him by a eunuch, 
It must be borne in mind that whereas 
previously ministers of state, gath- 
ered in council at the Subiime Porte, 
the headquarters of the Ottoman gov- 
ernment in Stamboul, used to exercise 
real powers,.“the Sultan acting upon 
their advice, Abdul Hamid has taken 
the reins of authority entirely into his 
own hands and today most of the min- 
isters are the merest figureheads, hav- 
ing little more real influence over Tur- 
kish airs than any readers of these 
lines. They are appointed and dismissed 
in accordance with petty personal mo- 
tives, or in order to throw dust in the 
eyes of Europe. A set of wax images 
could do their work. The Sultan does 
everything himself. An acquaintance 
of mine saw him one day deeply im- 
mersed in a voluminous, document. A 
few days afterward he had the oppor- 
tunity of inspecting the document at 
the office of Nozim Pasha, Minister of 
Police. It was the official report upon 
a scuffle that had taken place in a café 
chantant between a Greek and a Jew.

THE SULTAN’S FOUR COUNSEL- 

LORS. 

There are four people in the Turkish 
empire with whom the Sultan takes 
counsel. They are, first, Osman Pasha, 
of whom I have already spoken, and 
who sits in the same carriage as his 
master when the latter is driven, at 
every Friday’s Selamlik, 200 yards from 
the palace gate to the private mosque 
for prayer, while 5000 troops fill the 
streets all around and rend the air 
with two savage simultaneous shouts 
of welcome. The second is Hassen 
Pasha, Minister of Marine, who has 
shared with the Sultan the peculations 
which have reduced the once fine Turk- 
ish fleet to a mass of rusting iron and 
rotting wood, unable ever again. to 
leave its moorings in the Golden Horn. 
The third is his own body servant, a 
man of the lowest. extraction. The 
fourth his private Mollah or priest, 
a creature of the profoundest ignorance 
and fanaticism. And the two latter are 
far more infiuential than the two for- 
mer. If to these he added the name of 
“His Excellency, Yefer Agha, Chief 
Eunuch,"” there ‘is nobody else in the 
whole Turkish empire who counts. I 
must pay this man the compliment of 
saying that he is the most repulsive 
object in human shape that I have 
ever set eyes upon. At the Friday Se- 
lamlik he is the last person to pass 
before the Sultan @rrives. The broad 
incline from the gates of Yildig to the 
portals of thé Hamidieh mosque is 
crowded with troops in a dozen pictur- 
esque uniforms, squadrons of cavalry 
block every approach,, brilliant aides- 
de-camp and general officers stand in 
rigid groups, the clash and clang of a

Cyclometer Records. 


(New York Tribune:) Any good cy- 
clometer can be depended on to give 
an accurate record of the distance trav- 
eled. When one uses a cyclometer for 
the first time he is likely to think. that 
its record for a mile, for instance. 
should exactly agree with the mileposts 
along the road on which he may be 
traveling. But it does not, and he be- 
gins to suspect that there is something 
wrong with the little machine that he 
has attached to the axle of his front 
wheel. But there are two or three 
things to be borne in minde The first 
is that on most roads the mileposts, so- 
called, are not put down accurately. 
As an engineer remarked, in talking 
on the subject: “I’ve done that sort of 
work myself, and I know how it is done. 
One of the things aimed at is to put 
the milestone at a corner every time. 
if possible, and so they are often sev- 
eral rods out of the wav. It is safe 
always to take the cyclometer in pref- 
erence to the mileposts, for it is con- 
structed on scientific principles and is 
bound to be accurate.’ But the dictum 
laid down would scarcely apply to the 
mile and half-mile posts on the Coney 
Island boulevard. They are accurately 
placed and mark the actual distances. 
But a wheelman on the famous path 
will find that his cyclometer invariably 
registers a little more than the distance 
between the posts; in the entire five 
and one-half miles he will be likély to 
find that his record is five and three- 
quarters. This is because he has not 
ridden in a straight line, as, indeed, it 
is impossible for any one to do, even if 
he had the path all to himself. Everv 
time he runs across the road, every 
time he makes a little swerve to the 
right or left, he is adding to the dis- 
tance traveled, and it is all recorded 
by the cyclometer. 

A little observation will show, too. 
that the front wheel of the bicycle trav- 
els further than the rear one, and 
hence, if a cyclometer could be attached 
to the rear wheel its record of the dis- 
tance covered would be somewhat more 
close to the truth. Besides, every time 
the bicycle is taken in or out of. the 
house or storeroom the record is being 
added to: only a trifle. to be sure, but 
still enough to.amount to something in 
the course of a whole season. A wheel- 
man using a cyclometer cannot, of 
course, allow anv one else to ride his 
machine if he desires to keep his rec- 
ord accurately; but some of the cyclom- 
eters are so arranged that it re@@uires 
very little trouble to adjust them so 
that they will not register, without, 
however, having to remove them from 
the wheel.

As I thought of this, I realized that 
this man’s ideal of a Christian life 
was higher than that of many other 
religious men I[-have known. I won- 
dered if there were many of his kind 
in the church, and I asked him if he 
thought that Catholic -priests were 
really of more Value in their work in 
the church than Protestant preachers. 

“That I cannot answer,” replied the 
do not want to eriticise 
any man. [I will only say that I think 
they ought to be. They have, in the 
first place, their whole time to devote 
to their work. Suppose I, for instance, 
had a wife and family. I could not ac- 
compiish as much as I do now. My in- 
come, I suppose, is what would not: 
be considered small, but had I wife and 
family I could not give as much to 
charity as I do now, nor would I be 
free to go at all times where the neces- 
Sities of my business call me. Or, per- 
haps, I can better iliustrate it to you 
by supposing a case of two newspaper 
men. Both have started on their jour- 
nalistic.careers. They are evenly pre- 
pared as to intellectual ability and 
education. Each has his own place to 
make in his profession. Suppose one 
shouid say, I am going to get married 
and have a good time. I am going to 
do what I can, but I will enjoy ail the 
zood things of life as I go along, and 
modeling his career on this basis, he 
begins his newspaper work. His fam- 
ily and social life take up a great part 
of his time. and his energies. The other 
man decides to have no mistress but 
his profession. It is his only aim, his 
only thought. Which in the end will 
do the best work? 

“Then, again, speaking of Catholic 
priests,” the cardinal. continued, “TI 
wonder if you realize how long it takes 
them to prepare themselves for their 
work. It requires twelve years of hard 
study for the best of masters before 
they are deemed worthy to have charge 
of a church. The boy who feels that 
he is called by the Lord to the priest- 
hood, having already received a large 
part of his common school education, 
has, at the age of 15, to go into a” 
college and to remain there for six 
years, studying the ordinary branches, 
the sciences, etc., in connection with 
his religious work, and at the end of 
this time he has six years more of theo- 
logical training. He is associated with 
the best minds of the church, and these 
twelve years are, as a rule, those of 
the hardest kind of study and work.” 

THE SUNDAY QUESTION. 

The conversation here turned to the 
Sunday question, and I asked the car- 
dinal as to whether he was in favor of 
the European’ or the Puritan Sun- 
day. He replied that he was in favor 
of Sunday observances, but that his 
ideal Sunday was not the Puritan, nor 
-was it the European Sunday. Said he: 
“I like the closing of the shops and all 
kinds of business on Sunday, and | 
think it is a blessing for Baltimore and 
for all of our cities. that this is com- 
pulsory. I think all kinds of work 
should be stopped on that day. I hope 
we shall never have the European Sun-_ 
day in America. Sunday should be a 
day of religious rest, but it also should 
be a day for innocent recreation. I do 
not think it wrong for a man to gv 
out riding with his family on Sunday 
afternoons, nor to take a walk in the 
fields. I think that it should be a uay 
of cheerfulness without dissipation, of 
religious enjoyment without sadness or 
melancholy. The Puritan Sunday goes 
too far, and the Ideal Sunday is the 
golden méan.”

But it 
does not need the statement of a scien- 
tific man to convince us that life may 
be prolonged in a land where it is pos- 
sible to live out of doors nearly the 
entire year. Observant travelers to 
California in the early days, before the 
country was settled by the whites, fre- 
quently mentionéd the beauty and 
symmetry of the native women, and the 
fine physique and endurance of the 
men. In fact, not only does the climate 
induce longevity, but it tends to enlarge 
the chest, improve the physique, and 
give endurance. 

A short time ago’I called upon a 
living example of the longevous qual- 
ity of our climate in the person of Don 
Francisco Garcia, who is 114 years old. 
Don Garcia was baptized when but 
three days old in the church of San 
José de Gracia on the 4th day of May, 
1781. This old man-may be seen daily 
walking about the streets of Los An- 
geles, and he will tell you that he is 
well. And this:is but one of many 
cases of advanced age among the na- 
tives. At the Cabrillo celebration in 
1892, there appeared three old Indian 
women, whose ages aggregated 340 
years. They were Rosa, 126 years old; 
Juana, who was 116 years of age, and 
the youngest, Maria Antonia, 106 years 
old. Chief Cabazon, of the Cahuilla 
Indians, died in 1848 at the advanced 
age of 140 years. When Father Ubach 
took charge of the San Diego Mission, 
founded in 1769, he met a number of 
Indians who had assisted at the build- 
ing of the mission, and many of whom 
were living within the last twenty 
years. 

Dr. Edward Palmer, who was long 
connected with the Agricultural De- 
partment of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Has a photograph of an Indian 
woman 126 years old, and once, when 
he visited her, he saw her put six 
watermelons in a blanket, tie it up, 
and carry it on her back for two miles. 
Dr. P. C. Remondino has a photograph 
of another old Indian, who lived at 
the San Tomas Mission, in Lower Cali- 
fornia, and who was 140 years of age. 
Although blind, he daily gathered drift- 
wood along the creeks. The list might 
be carried on indefinitely, and there are

Under Rossetti’s 
training she became so excellent a 
painter that Ruskin allowed her 16501. a 
year for what she could do for him; 
and she had a decided gift for poetry 
beside. She developed the seeds of 
consumption at a very early age, and 
was so ill on her wedding-day as to 
be scarcely able to go through the 
ceremony. She suffered also from acute 
neuralgia and took stimulants and opi- 
ates alternately. When she died, an 
empty faudanum bottle was found by 
her side. A strange couple, indeed— 
both gifted and both addicted to the 
excessive use of drugs. From the na- 
ture of things their married life could 
not be happy. Degeneration is aptly 
illustrated in this singular story. 


Stepniak. 


(The Critic:) Most people know that 
“Stepniak” was a pseudonym, adopted 
to conceal a name which had incurred 
the utmost risks and was liable to the 
last penalties in Russia. It signifies a 
dweller on the steppes—an outlaw. The 
man who bore it was forty-three years 
old at the time of his death, being born 
in 1852 of well-to-do parents. He was 
Russian by descent, and received a 
Russian education at the Military 
Gymnasium. It was during his first 
years of active service as an artillery 
officer that he began to sow the seeds 
of democracy among his troops. He wa 
but 22 when he was scized as a suspect, 
and imprisoned. He escaped with the 
connivance of one of his gaolers. He 
fled to Odessa, to his friend Felix Volk- 
housky, and from that time traveled 
the country at his peril, in various 
disguises. He assisted Krapotkin to es- 
cape from the prison of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, and was connected with some 
of the most hazardous ventures of the 
revolutionary party. The course of one 
of these drove him to a deed, after 
which he had only’the choice of flight 
or instant deaht; and, with the ap- 
proval, indeed, with the expressed de- 
sire of his fellows, he left Russia for 
England. Here he began his career as 
a publicist. “Underground Russia” was 
followed by “The Russian Peasantry,”’ 

The Russian Stormcloud,”’' and the 
like; and his~ last. work, “King Log 
and King Stork,” was only a few 
weeks since placed in the hands of the 
reviewers. He was full of frésh plans 
at the moment of his untimely death— 
a death which deprives the world of a 
man within his limits supremely sin- 
cere, who was ready, in the cause of 
what he conceived as right, to spare 
no nerve or energy. It is probable that 
his funeral will be made the occasion 
of something in the nature of a Rus-

Why Authors Must Be Well Paid. 
(Harper’s Weekly:) Good pay has 
at least this much to do with produc- 
ing good literature. It keeps men at 
work at the business of writing who 
would not work at that business unless 
they could make a fairly good living 
out of it. It takes able men and wo- 
men to make good literature, and peo- 
ple of ability won’t work any cheaper 
than. they can _ conveniently help. 
They are just as appreciative of the 
convenience of having money as other 
people are. They like to spend it, to 
give it away, and some of them even 
presume to want some to lay by. True, 
it is demand and supply rather than 
intrinsic merit that settles the price 
of manuscript, but Mr. Bok must be 
a bold man if he hopes to demonstrate 
that less pay would bring better 
“copy.” 


A Poet of the Race. 

(St. Thomas, Ont., Evening Journal:) 
There is no Englishman who so thor- 
oughly represents, in his writing, the 
imperial instinct of the British race 
as Rudyard Kipling. He has _ seen 
England and Greater England, and he 
sings the song of the men who have 
gone forth from the one to create the 
other—as no—other_poet.has sung it. 
He has an abiding faith in the 
strength, the virility, the endurance, of 
the Anglo-Saxon race, and in the no- 
bility of its mission on earth. Writ- 
ing at the time of the great Chicago 
on the chaotic condition of the people 
of the United States, he held that the 
great republic would yet be saved by 
the Anglo-Saxon germ within it. In 
the pride of his race, his vibrant note 
of imperialism, Kipling may be placed 
side by side with Tennyson, and if 
the duties of a Poet Laurate are to 
sing the nation’s songs, as Tennyson 
sang them, when war threatens, when 
heroes die, when royal couples mate, 
and when sovereigns are crowned, 
then the versatile Kivling, whose 
natural force is not abated by reason 
of his versatility, would be no mean 
successor to the great man from 
whose brow. the laurel so lately fell. 


A Great Man’s Bad Work. 


(The Athenaeum:) To the attentive 
student of literature 4 certain field 
of interest might be presented by a 
study of the bad books of great 
writers as throwing a light on the gen- 
ius of their authors. . : great 
man’s bad work is like a Titan's over- 
throw; it calls rude attention to the 
strength which had been masked in 
the easy hitting of the mark. Now, 
here we have a titanically bad book 
by Mr. Hardy. We have had bad 
books from him before; but so far his 
bad books have been feeble rather than 
anything else. In “Jude the Obscure,’ 
however, we have Mr. Hardy running 
mad in right royal fashion. In all his 
greatest novels the tragic effect is 
partly gained by the sense of an inevi- 
table doom which hangs heavy over 
the characters. In “Far from the Mad- 
ding Crowd,” in “The Mayor of Caster- 
of the D’Urbervilles,” 
the sense of an ineluctabile fatum, 
which sometimes turns to naught men’s 
worthiest, efforts, is a legitimate and 
potent element in the tragedy. But 
Mr. Hardy’s idea of Destiny is by no 
means stationary, and in its latest de- 
velopment in this book it becomes al- 
most grotesque. 


Py Renan’s Library. 

Ernest Renan’s library is now for. 
sale in Paris. It contains upward of 
three thousand volumes of oriental and 
biblical interest. Renan expressed a 
hope before he died that the collection, 
which he had Aw at some pains to 


make complete and _ representative, 
might be kept together, and his family 
would be. glad if this could be done. 
In the absence of any contract for the 
purchase of the library as a whole, or 
of the part mentioned above, it will be 
necessary on January 1 to publish the 
catalogue, with a view to sale by auc- 
tion; but as the volumes referred to 
are of cosmopolitan origin, and practi- 
cally combine the chief literary souces 
of biblical criticism, it is probable they 
will find a place in some public or pri- 
vate library. ;

Af least the tall 
girl, with skates on her arm, said so, 
and she didn’t call them small vices 
either, but downright bad habits. “Just 
notice around among your friends,” 
she went on, “and perhaps its the ex- 
tra nervous tension of our modern life, 
but you'll find that seven at least out 
of every ten women encouraging them- 
selves in some peculiar and injuriously 
morbid tastes.

Lots of us thought it piquant 
and pretty to puff smoke rings from a 
little Turkish cigarette, amd now, noth- 
ing is more astonishing observe than 
the numbers of girls, right in their 
debutante season, and matrons, with 
many other delightful occupations and 
fancies to busy lips and fingers, who 
are confirmed cigarette fiends. 
THE MANICURE’S TESTIMONY. 
The little roll of tobacco, no bigger 
than an oat straw, ‘has given place to 
what is vastly more injurious than 
the biting Virginia ‘weed men smoke. 
the big opium-tinctured oriental cig- 
arette. The gentle smokers allow them- 
selves six and eight of these a day, 
enjoying the soothing sensation they 
impart and deeply inhaling every 
mouthful they draw.

HOW THEY’ WROUGHT UNTOLD MISCHIEF IN

Deep Despair of the People—Futile Ettorts of scientists to Induce the 
Sufferers to Make Food of the Destructive Insects—Prayers 
for Deliverance in Missouri Which Were Followed 


by the Departure 


of the Locusts. v 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 


It is more than two decades now 
ince the “grasshopper years" of 1872, 
"783 and ‘74, and their very memory 
seems almost to have disappeared from 
the public mind, To those of us, how- 
ever, who passed through the visita- 
tion. which brought complete devasta- 
tion to all growing crops in Colorado, 
Nebraska and Kansas, causing wide- 

spread suffering and destitution and 
seriously affected most States west of 
the Mississippi, the memory of those 
‘years is still a vivid one. And during 
the harvest months of autumn last, 
when news of bountiful crops, Un- 
marred by irtsect or other plaugues was 
being received, this memory became 
more vivid by very contrast. 

We in Missouri had heard and read 
of the plague in “poor, droughty Kan- 
sas,” but there was little fear felt that 
the insects would come further east, 
for the papers assured us that scientists 
had found the habitat of the locusts to 
be the Rocky Mountains, and study of 
previous plagues of this sort had shown 
that the insects’ flight was regulated 
by such infinite limitations as to time 
and distance, that their return trip 
westward was near at hand, and so 
Missouri might congratulate herseif on 
being not only beyond the great drovght 
belt, but also east of the locust line. 
But the locusts refused to follow the 
course of conduct declared to be theirs. 
They came, they saw, they conquered. 
THE COMING OF THE HOPPERS. 

One very hot day—I was a little girl 
then—I was sent to the postofiice to get 
the mail. I saw the men out in front 
of their stores looking up-.at the sun 


citedly. Suddenly there was a loud pat- 
tering like hail on my little parasol, on 
the pavement, the fences, the streets 
and the roofs of the houses—every- 
where. It was a hailstorm of grasshop- 
pers. Looking up therfSeemed to be a 
great, wide-spreading, dark cloud 


ran, but there was no escape; hoppers 
to right of me, hoppers to left of me, 
were flying and jumping. 

They lit on my shoes, my hat and my 
dress skirts in squadrons. The ground 
was literally covered with the stranpre, 
unwelcome visitors. Out of breath 
from my frightened run, f stopped to 
rest under a tree by a neighbor's back 
yard, where there was a flock of fowls. 
In watching their crazy delight over 
this unexpected and unlimited feast, I 
soon forgot my fear. They dashed 
around with outspread wings, made 
wild leaps and little flights in the air, 
tumbling over each other in their eag- 
erness. They devoured the insects so 
fast as almost to choke themselv es, but 
kept cackling and gobbling and quack- 


ing between mouthsful, as if saying: 

‘“Git all you can; keep what you git, 
eg git a-plenty while you're a-git- 

Dogs barked and howled and some 
ran cowering into shelter. Horses: were 
frightened and tried to get away from 
such an unheard-of shower. 

These grasshoppers as we called 
them—though they were really locusts 
—were much larger than the common 
insects known by that name, and their 
heads were much larger in proportion 
to their bodies. Their eyes bulged out 
in a way to make them seem actually 
to have an impish expression of coun- 
tenance, as they would turn their heads 
from side to side and move their curi- 
ously split mouths in “chewing their 
tobacco,’ as we children called the dark 
brown liquid which they seemed to roll 
around in their jaw as cows do their 
cuds. The long hind legs and outer 
wings were rough and strong. The 
fowls, after their first ravenous appe- 
tites were appeased would try to pick 
these wings and the legs off before 
eating the insects. The fowls became 
thin from their continued grasshopper 
diet and yolks of the ergs were red. 
Everybody did without eggs and fowls 
for food as far as possible. 


THEY ATE EVERY GREEN THING. 


The grasshoppers preferred the rank- 
est-tasting vegetation so took 
peach leaves, oak leaves, tomato vines, 
jimson weed and rag weed first. These 
having been devoured clear down to 
the roots and branches (many of the 
trees looked as bare as in November,) 
they attacked everything green, in- 
discriminately. The bare stones of the 
hraif-ripe peaches and plums were left 
in pitiful grotesqueness hanging on 
the trees. In flower gardens the foliage 
twas often eaten and the bright flowers 
Jeft on the leafless stalks. 

Many people did not abandon their 
@Zardens to the ravages of the enemy 
until after heroic resistence had been 
made. Paris green and other poisons 
were sprinkled over the gardens. The 
7hoppers seemed to thrive on the diet. 
Whole families would go out and beat 
the ground with tree branches thus 
driving the insects out of the yard, like 
Swarms of bees—but to see them re- 
turn with reinforcements or added regi- 
ments. Kerosene oil was put into 
sprinkling pots and scattered broadcast 
over the millions, and then pieces of 
burning paper, or pine were thrown 
about. Long ditches, three feet deep, 
were dug and the “hoppers by means 
of brooms and branches of trees. twere 
urged to hop into them, and then oil 
and fire were put into the trenches. 

To see the millions thus slaughtered, 
wave courage for the time to keep on 
waging war, but results did not justify 
the hope, for it certainly seemed as if 


They attacked the grass, after gar- 
dens had been eaten bare, and for some 
unknown reason they would leave large 
Spaces in some fields and lawns un- 
touched, while in adjoining parts every 
Space of green was devoured. 

Some housewives had sad experiences, 
clothes drying on the lines being rid- 
died with holes. One lady's parnior was 
invaded and. when she entered the room 
she found the lower quarier of each of 
her lace curtains lying separated from 
the rest on the floor; they had been 
chewed straight off, on a line with 
sill, by the omniverous 


at night, the grasshoppers went reg- 
wlarly to roost. They chose the western 
sides of fences,houses and barns, where | 


the setting sun shone 


‘ered every itich of space, so one could 
zc* tell the color of the paint under- 
neath. 

Papers in the East told of the stop- 
ping of trains by grasshoppers. Friends 
wrote to inquire, thinking the whole 
thing must be a pure febrication. Of 
course the trains were not stopped by 
mounds of insects piled up like snow 
banks in front of the engin: 


as some 
seemed to think, but thei: quantity 
Was 80 great 2s to clog the engine 


‘wheels, and their crushed bodies made 
ithe rails so slippery had to 


Bo very slowly, and sometimes had te 


stop until the track ahead was cleaned 
off. 


We hoped against hope, aay after day 
and week after week, that the: insects 
would take their flight. Instead of this, 
they settled down to preparations for 
the next season by industriously laying 
their eggs in countless millions, The 
females made holes about an inch and 
a half deep in the ground, using the 
strong hind legs and the body itself 
as drills for the purpose. 

In each hole thus mede was depos- 
ited a tough, membraneous sack nearly 
as large as the ablomen of the insect, 
filled with rows of little white eggs like 
tiny kernels of rice. The hole was then 
covered with earth, the insects using 
their front feet almost like hands. 

DESPAIR OF THE PEOPLE. 

The feeling of gloom amounting al- 
most to despair, which took possession 
of the people cannot be described. Some 
were bittevandrailedagainst luck; some 
accepted the plague as fate is stoical 
silence. But a sense of the utter weak- 
ness of human power pervaded the 
town and this filled the churches as 
neyer before. Special prayer-meetings 
to petition divine help were held, and 
there was little laughing at this, even 
by the most skeptical. We heard of 
farmers’ families in Kansas and Ne- 
braska. who were starving because ev- 


erything green,including the crops, had. 


been destroyed. This meant no food, 
no money, nothing for the coming win- 
ter. Trains went through carrying 
supplies from the East to the grass- 
hopper sufferers further west, free of 
charge. 

At about this time the State Ento- 
mologist of Missouri went to Warrens- 
burg, the seat of the largest State Nor- 
mal School, and held a consultation 


with the faculty, Some of whom were | 
enthusiastic scientists, as to his theory 


that these locusts were ‘the same as 
those which John the Baptist ate with 
wild honey in the wilderness. 

The starving people, he said, would 
find these locusts as nutritious ‘food as 
oysters if they could only be induced 
to put aside prejudice and eat them. 
An example must be set first by in- 
fluential persons. Entomologist Riley 


was not the man to preach and fail to 


practice. He and a few friends and 
the whole Normal School faculty, of 
whom the principal was the well- 
known educator and author, James 
Johonnot, had “a grasshopper dinner” 
as people called it in ridicule. It was 
served at one of the hotels, as no 
housekeeper could be found who was 
ready to run the gauntlet of public 
criticism for superintending so barbaric 
a feast. The heads, outer wings and 
the hind legs were taken off from the 
insects, and then they were served in 
various ways; soup was made which 
was declared to be. as good as anv 
beef soup; some thought the fritters 
were still better, and others preferred 
the locusts a la John the Baptist style, 
i. e., with honey, except that the locusts 
were browned crisp like coffee kernels 
before veing served. 

The newspapers, 
west, dressed up the facts here given 
in most unrecognizably exaggerated 
form. A famous weekly paper had a 
picture and article on its front page. 
But it is not known that any starving 
Kansas or Nebraska family, or any 
family anywhere, imitated the example 
set by the would-be benefactor, Ento- 
mologist Riley. 


PRAYERS FOR HELP. 


The excitement and fun caused by 


this episode soon passed by, 
weight of the plague settled down 
more heavily than ever. The pastors 
of the different churches in Warrens- 
burg met together for praye and con- 
ference, and the outcome was the ap- 
pointment of a dav of § fasting and 
prayer to petition Almighty God to re- 
move from our midst the devastating 
plague. The notice was published in 
the papers like a Thanksgiving day 
proclamation, changing thanks to peti- 
tion for mercy, of course. The Gov- 
ernor of the State gave his written 
sanction, and this was printed with the 
notice. Other towns besides Warrens- 
burg appointed a similar day. For the 
most part it was received by the public 
with reverential seriousness. Some of 
the daily papers of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City, however, waxed merry over 
the ‘“‘modern miracle seekers.’’ On the 
day appointed, all places of business 
were closed after 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and services were held all ‘day 
long in the three largest churches, 
which were filled to overflowing. 

Men and women who had  0»never 
prayed in public before poured out un- 
consciously-eloquent petitions for di- 


and the 


vine mercy. The essentials of true 
prayer are sometimes given in four 
words, whose initials spell ‘“acts’— 


adoration, confession, thanksgiving and 
supplication. These conditions were 
fully realized on that day. The people 
pleaded with tears to be shown their 
sins, for which this punishment was 
sent, that they might put them away. 
The sense of the nearness of God and 
of utter dependence upon His mercy 
was enough to impress even a child 
with the most reverential solemnity. 
The times of penitence and appeal to 
God for help of the Children of Israel 
have always been much more vivid to 
me because of the experience of that 
day. When the churches closed at sun- 
set, a sense of peace and resignation, 
if not of hope, filled all hearts. The 
next day there was family worship in 
homes long indifferent to any Christian 
service, except formal church attend- 
ance. There were gatherings of neigh- 
bors i nthe afternoon in one another's 
homes for united prayer. 

And the hordes of insects—what of 
them in the meanwhile? They continu- 
ued steadily on their devastating way. 
And the next morning after the day of 
prayer the disheartening word went 
round that more swarms of them were 
to be seen in the sky; they had not be- 
gun to light yet, but probably would by 


‘afternoon or evening. They were more 


and more plainly to be seen, seeming 
to fly lower all the time. 
DEPARTURE OF THE LOCUSTS, 
But the direful-looking clouds did not 
descend. They swept on over the 
town: more clouds passed-over. Then 
the truth was seen. The grasshoppers 
were leaving. Soon they were rising 


| everywhere in great swarms and join- 


ing the clouds which we had seen pass- 


ing over. By the evening of the next 
left.

The fear of 
punishment, “vy the way, is not at 
present very gtfeat, as the reward for 
apprehending a deserter has been re- 
duced from $60 to $10 and the officer 
making the arrest must pay the ex- 
pense of delivering the deserter to the 
nearest post out of his small reward. 
The indications are that officers of the 
line,. however those of the staff may 
feel, think that to get rid of a man who 
is possessed of the desire to desert is 
a distinct aldvantage and the sooner 
such a one cuts and runs the better it 
is for the service. When deserters are 
caught, however, they are severely pun- 
ished by imprisonment at hard iabor 
and a conviction takes from a man the 
privileges of citizenship. 

There are less than forty recruiting 
stations at present in the United Stars 
and these are scattered over the coun- 
try from Boston to San Francisco. Last 
November about two hundred ani fifty 
recruits were secured anid Boston sup- 
plied more than any other station. New 
York next, St. Louis next, ‘then St. 
Paul, then Albany. For many years 


after the civil war the majority of the 
enlisted men were of foreign birth and 
many of them were not even citizens, 
Now no man is eligible who is not a 
citizen or who has not made legal Sus 
laration to become a citizen and can 
speak, read and write the English lan- 
guage. Indeed, the great majority of 
the recruits today are native born, 
though many of them are of foreign 
parentage. There are post schools at 
which soldiers, ~»who desire it, can ac- 
quire free of cost a fair English educa- 
tion., Not many enlist for the sake of 
this advantage,’ but very many young 
men, once in the service, take advan- 
tage of those schools and on account 
of the instruction received return to 
civil life much better equipped for self- 
support and the exercise of intelligent 
citizenship.

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"THE UNITED STATES' ARMY IS SMALL, BUT ITS ‘MEN ARE 
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How to Get Into the 


Ranks—Applicants Have to Pass a More' Severe 
_. Examination Than Those of Any Other Nation—All Must Be Citizens — 
the Majority are of American Birth—Provision for Re- 

tired Privates—The Physical Standard Required. _ 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times) 
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‘It seers to be the general belief, per- 
haps because the United States army Is 
small in numbers, ‘that its file is made 
of rather inferior men. Probably 
this idea was always wrong. Certainly 
it is today entirely unfounded, for the 
very good reason that the standard by 
which applicants enlistment are 
measured is higher in the ~ United 
States than in any other country in the 
world, and the boys. who wéar the blue 
are as fine specimens of healthy and 
intelligent manhood as were-ever 
tered under a flag. 

When the industrial conditions are 


such that every man who wishes to. 


work can feel sure of steady and well- 
paid employment, the inducement to 
enlist-is not so great as it is during 
-geasons of business depression: For 
three years past, however, work: has 
been hard to get, and consequently the 
ranks of the army are today: practi- 
cally filled, and recruiting afficers have: 
been instructed to take no applicants 
except those of exceptional physical 
and mental qualification# A’ ‘man, 
therefore, who can at this time pass 


- muster, need not feel apprehensive as. 


’ to his health. To each man who ex- 
presses a desire to enlist are shown 
the questions he must answer, and the 
examination he must undergo,before he 

_ files a formal application, and this un- 


-country as “gentle birth. 


sO as to let in a taller man than 5 feet 
10, then his size must increase in sim- 
ilar proportion to his height. For in- 
stance, a man 6 feet 1 in, height must 
weigh 176 pounds and have a chest 
measurement of 36% Inches. Indeed, 
there is no prejudice against.tall men, 
but they are scrutinized very carefully 
and must be symmetrical also. Capt. 
Viven, who is in charge of the New 
York recruiting station, told the writer 
the other day of an applicant who had 
just been refused. He was a young 
man of what is vaguely known in this 

He was 
well educated and accustomed to the 
usages Of good society. He was an inch 
over 6 feet.tall and as handsome a fel- 
low. as is often seen—clean-cut Ain fea- 
tures and figure; alert~-in mind and 
manner. This young fellow had an idea 
of serving part of an enlistment and 
then going up for examination.for a 
commission. - He. was -in “appearance 
just the-kind of fellow to delight the 
eye of an old soldier, and apparently 
without a blemish of any sort... He 
passed the examination successfully in 
ali respects save.one—the surgeon was 
fearful that one of his eyes was slightly 
affected .by astigmatism. The young 
man was astonished and. the. surgeon 
was in doubt. The surgeon told him ‘to 
return in a few days for another ex- 


amination. Meantime the young man 
went to an oculist who certified that 
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official preliminary scrutiny usually 
suffices to drive away doubts of their 
own soundness. ‘Notwithstanding this, 
not more than 5 per cent. of those who 
formally apply are accepted and sworn 


into the service. 


“Only unmarried men between 21 and | 


30 years of age are now accepted, and 
most mén are at their best physically 
‘during. that period of life. That only 
5 per cént. p the examinations in- 
dicates: one two things—either that 
the applicants are a poor lot, or that 
the scrytiny is very severe. Unques- 
tionably the latter is the true explana- 
tion, and the writer makes this state- 
ment after careful examination of the 
, facts: The applicants are of a very 
good average, and the rejection: of 95 
per cent of their number is due to the 
strict enforcement: of the army regula- 
tions as to enlistments. ak 
HOW MEN GET INTO. THE ARMY. 
When ‘a man wants to enlist, he 
usualy has‘a talk with a sergeant or 
other non-commissioned officer, and 
this veteran of the ranks finds out in 
short order whether it ls worth the ap- 
licant’s while to file an application. 
f there is a chance for him, he is told 
to fill out a blank, in which he inserts 
quite complete information about him- 
self, such as the date and place of his 
birth, ‘nativity; and residence of pa- 
rents, height, weight, chest measure- 
ment, expiration and inspiration of 
lungs, nature of sickness suffered in the 
past, habits as to the use of liquors, 
status as to imprisonment or arrests, 
-attendance at school, and so on. Then 
he must supply two references—prefer- 
ably those of clergymen, schoolteach- 
ers or public officers. These references, 
by the way, must-be genuine, as they 
are invariably investigated before the 
applicant is accepted. i 
It is interesting to note just here, 
that though army_officers, as a- rule, 
hold army chaplains in tolerably poor 
esteem, they. have a high regard for

RIGID PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS 


A man who has passed an examina- 
tion for a life insurance policy, if he 
be of sensitive nature, is apt to feel 
that he has turned inside out 
and all of his personal secrets placed 
on record, But such an examination is 
not a circumstance to ‘that ‘to which 
those ambitious to serve in the army 
must submit. If these examinations 
were merely nominal,- they would not 
be worthy of comment, but they are 
rigid as veteran soldiers and scientifi- 
cal medical men can make them. 
When the applicant goes up for ex- 
amination he ‘is weighed, measured 
and described by a gergeant, and a 
blank filled out which, when complete, 
reveals every possible thing about the 
applicant’s: physical -structure and 
condition. He is scrutinized by the 
recruiting officer, and then the appli- 
cant goes before the surgeon and is 
stripped that the medical men may 
verify the previous examination. This 
is done in the most minute way, and 
a certificate that is as exact as may 
be is given. If he be accepted the re- 
cruit is sworn into the service by the

The term of service in the army ts 
now three years, and the number of 
men about 20,000; and, therefore, it is 
necessary to secure each year by enlist- 
ments and reéniistments something 
like seven thousand men. , 
thousand of these are reénlistments of 
men who become attached to the ser- 
vice, or who acquire. what might be 
called the army. habit. 
@ man who has served one en- 
listment or more and has @ good record 
is naturally less severe than that given 
to a new recruit, for the man of experi- 
ence may have acquired blemishes as 
incidents of his services, and these, un- 
less debilitating, are quite properly not 
counted against him. The man of ex- 
perience, too, is considered a much more 
valuable soldier than the novice. 

But the scheme of the statute under 
which recruiting is done, while it en- 
courages reélistments, also provides for 
the probable return of discharged sol- 
Now; when a man 
is discharged he is not reénlisted un- 
til three months after that time if he 
care. for sich a furlough, so that he 
can have a taste of civil life, and. this 
period is counted as a part of his ser- 
vice. ‘The idea of this is twofoid. A 
trained and experienced soidkr is 
thought to be at once a better citizen in 
time of peace and a more valuable one 
in time of emergency when the avail- 
able men of the country might. have to 
be called to arms.

GARBAGE FRANCHISE, . 


New Scheme Proposed for the Collec- 
: tion of Garbage. 
‘It is possible that the system of col- 


lecting garbage which the Council of}, 


Los Angeles has employed for years, 
may. be dispensed with soon, and oa 
plan altogether novel be. substituted. 

By the old system the ‘city paid a 
firm of contractors a large sum of 
money monthly to collect and cremate 
the garbage of the city. By the new 
plan it is proposed to give the’ privi- 
lege of collecting garbage to a com- 
pany, which will collect from each fam-° 
ily a small sum of money each month 
for the taking away of the household 
garbage. 

The Los Angeles Dessicating Com- 
pany has petitioned the Council to ad- 
vertise for sale such a privilege’ or 
franchise. A representative of the com- 


the franchise desired to 
Committee of the Council 
follows: ; 

“The Mayor and Council of the City 
of Los Angeles do ordain as follows:

THE COURTS, 


Important Water Question Decided 
by Judge Shaw. 


All Los Angeles is interested in the 
Ownership by the city of the water 
in the Los Angeles River, and whether 
or not the right of the city to the 
water extends outside of the city lim- 
its or not. The supply within the 
boundary line is insufficient for the 
city’s needs, and- Judge Shaw has just 
decided that thé water outside may 
be used, by giving judgment for the 
plaintiff in the case of the City of Los 


it is given in full: 
THE OPINION. 

This is an actin ‘by “the plaintiff 
against the defendants to énjoin the. 
defendants from destroying or ‘inter-' 
fering with a certain ditch and dam 
alleged to be owned and possessed by 
the plaintiff, and from interfering with 
the water which plaintiff alleges it has 
the right to have flowing therein. 

“The dam and ditch are situated on‘ 
the Providencia rancho, some five or six 
miles north of the city limits, and the. 
water has been by means. thereof. di- 
verted from the Los -Angeles River 
by the city, ‘and conducted:to the city 
and there distributed for public and 
private use. The complaint alleges that 
the city is the owner of all the water 
of the river from its source to the south 
city boundary. The answer denies the 
right and title of the city to the ditch 
and dam, and denies that the city has 
any right or title tothe waters of the. 
river flowing in any part of its course 
within the Providencia rancho. The 
defendants are the owners of the part 
of the Providencia -rancho through 
which the river runs at the place in 
controversy, and, while they admit that 
the city may have some right tothe 
water flowing in the river below their 
lands, they claim that the right does 
not extend to their lands, nor to any 
water of the river in that part of its 
course included within their’ bounda- 
ries, but that, on the contrary, they 
are the exclusive owners of the waters 
of thé river and of ‘the right to control 
the flow, and to the use thereof, within 
said boundaries. The city has been, for 
some years prior to 1892,’ diverting the 
water at a point below the defendants’ 
land, and in that year it changed the 
place of diversion to the point in con- 
troversy, and its right to do this is the 


decision is of such public’ interest that, 


‘question for consideration. The case 


naturally falls in two divisions: First, 
as to the right of the city to divert the 
water of the river at the dam in con- 
troversy; and, secondly, as to its title 
to the dam and ditch. oe 

1. The first point in order is one of 
great importance to this city, and 


‘somewhat out of proportion. to’ the. 


interests at stake in this action, 

The right of a riparian owner to the 
water of a stream does not,extend 
above his own boundaries, except so far 
as may be necessary to enforce his 
right to have the stream flow without 
interruption. He cannot, by virtue of 
own 
land to divert the water so as to carry 
it over his neighbor’s land to points on. 
his own land. If it is necessary for him 
to do this in order to make_use_of the 
water he must purchase the right from 
»his neighbor,. The city, therefore, can- ; 


‘not claim-any right-as a lower riparian’ 


owner to divert this water at the point 
in dispute here. Its right, if it has 
any, is derived from some other source... 


It: is ‘shown by the evidence that’the* 


water diverted at the point in contro- 
versy is necessary for the use of the 
city and its inhabitants, and, that in 
order to carry it to the portion. of the 
city supplied from this ditch it is nec- 
essary to divert it on the. defendants’ 
land apa at this particular point, | 
At common law any person having 
the right to divert water from a stream, 
whatéver may be the origin of the 
right, may change the place of. diver- 
se 


vs. Laird, 15 Cal. 181.) There is no evi-. 
dence to show that the defendants 
would at present suffer any actual pe- 
cuniary loss by the change of the 
place of diversion from point below 
their boundary to a point above a por- 
tion of their lands. They have never 
used the water on their land for any 
purpose, and it .does not appear that 
they intend to. As riparian owners 
they have no right to use it elsewhere. 
But one of the rights of a riparian pro- 
prietor is that of having the stream 
flow in its accustomed manner through 
his land, and this right is parcel of the 
land itself. To this extgnt the change 
of the place of diversion would deprive 
the defendants of this right as to that 
part of their land below the. dam. Al- 
though this may not cause any present 
pecuniary loss, it would, nevertheless, 
deprive the defendants of a portion of 
the substance of their estate.. It has 
been held that such an injury is not 
sufficient to justify the issuance of an 
injunction to prevent the diversion un- 
less there is substantial damakes. (Ver- 
non I, Co, vs. City, 106 Cal, 243; Modoe 
Co. vs, Booth, 102 Cal., 152.) But those 
decisions were based, not on ‘the theo 
that the diversion was lawful, bu 
upon the rule that equity will inter- 


is some appreciable damage or sub- 
stantial loss of property to be -pre- 
vented. The plaintiff is here asserting 
the right to make the diversion. While 
it be’ trie that* equity will not 
interfere to prevent a trivial loss @f es- 
tate, I think it equally clear that a 
court of equity will not, by its affirm- 
ative .action, cause an unlawful in- 
vasion of property, however ‘slight it 


The’ diversion at this’ can be 
justified only upon the theory that it 
is included among the rights of the an- 
cient Mexican pueblo to which the city 
has succeeded. I have concluded that 
it is included among those rights. 

The right of the city of Los Angeles 
to the water of the Los Angeles River 
has been several times before the Su- 
preme Gourt. In Feliz vs. The City, 
(58 Cal. 73,) the agents of the city had 
entered upon the Los Feliz ranch above 
the city limits, and had, by force, pre- 
vented the owners of that ranch from 
diverting the water from the river, 
and it was held that the city, “to the 
extent of the needs of the inhabitants, 
has the paramount right to the use 
of the waters of the river, and the fur- 
ther right, long exercised and recog- 
nized, as appears from the findings, to 
manage and control the said waters 
for those purposes.” In their argument 
in that case, the counsel for the city 
claimed this right by virtue of the 
Mexican law, but, as the court con- 
cluded that the facts found were suffi- 
cient to show the right by prescription 
a@lso,_the 


_decision was put on. that 
ground, and the right ae the Méxi- 
can law was not decided. 


In the case of Lux vs. Haggin (69 Cal. 
$26,) the rights of a pueblo, under “the 
Mexican laws, to the waters of a 
stream, were discussed at some length, 
although not directly in issue in the 
case. The court says: “It is not*neces- 
sary to say that the poperty of the 
nation in the river, as such, was trans- 
ferred to the pueblo, but ft would seem

‘Qther expressions appear in these de- 
cisions, and algo in Hart vs. Burnett, 
(15-Gal, 680,) which illustrate the char- 
acter: of -the ‘Mexican scheme of local 
government, and the paramount rights 
of thespueblos As stated in Vernon 
ImproVemhent Company vs. City. supra, 
the. language 6f the Mexican laws and 
ordinaces' seem to us to be vague 
and indefinite.” ‘But keeping in view 
the policy of the Mexican law, to favor 
the’ towns and the character and pur- 
pose ofthe appropriations of the waters 
to. the use ‘of the. pueblos, it seems to 
me that the paramount rigiitt to the 
water forthe use and benefit of the 
inhabitants of. the pueblo musi neces- 
‘sarily carry with it the right to divert 
the water frém the stream at such 
points as may be nécessary to carry 
the water to the inhabitants of all 
parts of the pueblo for their use ‘1 ir- 
rigation and for domestic or other pur- 
poses. Any other rule would, in many 
cases, defeat the purpose of the ap- 
propriation- itself,. It cannot be con- 
ceived that, in making such appropria- 
tion, the Mexican government intended 
to give to the pueblo the use of th 
water, and, at the same time, leave it 
inaccessible... , . 

This right, of course, does not include 
the right to conduct the water through 
intervening private lands, either in or 
out of the city. This is a mater much 
less important, and the Mexican laws 
seém to indicate that private property 
could be devoted to such use, but that 
‘the owner must be compensated there- 
fer. Thfs brings me to the subject of 
the right of the city to the ditcn in 
controversy. 

2. The facts concerning the ditch are 
«s follows: 

On Oceober 3, 


1845, Vicente de la Osa 
was the owner of the Providencia 
rancho. including the premises in 
question, and Maria Vgnacia Verdugo 
was the owner of all or a part of the 
Iws.Feliz rancho, situated on the river 
next below. the Providencia rancho.

Thereupon the Canal and 
Reservoir Company took possesion of 
the ditch. and conducted water throuch 
it from the river to the city, and there 
distr‘buted it for the irrigation of land 
within the city until June 29. 1872. On 
that day this company made a leas> 
of its entire ditch to the city for the 
term of thirty months, with the privfi- 
exe of purchasing the same at a price 
stated. The city then took possession 
of the ditch and used it for the same 
purpose. On August 8, 1878, and after 
the citv’s option had expired, the 
Canal and Reservoir Company, by deed. 
conveyed to the city alJ that part of 
this canal located within the city lim- 
its. This sale does not appear to have 
been made on the terms of the option. 
It has been stated that the Citv Attor- 
nev in office at that time, Mr. Godfrey, 
‘dia not believe the city had power to 
hold the title to property situated out- 
side of the city. limits, and that, on his 
advice, the conveyance WaS5 limited to 
the portion of the canal within the city. 
The citv has ever since then con- 
tinued to take water from the river 
through the ditch, but has not always, 
used the whole lengta of it. In the 


fere to enjoin an act only where-there } year 1877 the city enlarged the ditch so 


as to about double its capacity, which, 
after the enlargement, was thirty cubic 
feet per second. the

fail of 1891, the water was taken from 
the pile dam, and other temporary 
dams near it, and the part of the ditch 
lying. within the Prov encia ranch 
was not used. In the fall of 1891 this 
unused part of the ditch was cleaned 
out by the Citizens’ Water Company, 
‘and in the spring of 1892 the city again 
took charge of this old ditch, and ever 
since, ‘during the irrigating season, has 
continued to divert the water at the 
old place of diversion and conduct it 
to the city through the ditch. ‘The dam 
maintained at this point has never been 
‘anything more than a mere temporary 
bank of sand and brush, made by ex- 
tending the ditch into the river and 
throwing out: the sand on the lower 
side, and it washed away every win- 
ter. During the time the ditch was not 
used it became filled up to a great ex- 
tent by dirt and rubbish, and was, in 
some places, overgrown with willows 
and weeds, but its course was marked 
on the ground so as to be plainly visi- 
ble. On December 28, 1886, the Provi- 
dencia ranch was conveyed to the 
Providencia Land, Water and Develop- 
ment Company, and on March 1, 1892, 
the land on which the ditch in question 
is situated, was sold and conveyed to 
the defendants. It does not appear 
that, at the time the land ‘was sold to 
the Provide 


notice was given to that corporation of 
the existence of this ditch, or of the 
claim of the city thereto, except such 
notice as thé existence of the ditch 
and its apearance on the ground would 
‘import. At the time it was purchased 
by the defendants it was in use by the 
Citizens’ Water Company, and they 
knew of the existence of the old ditch. 
The defendants made no inquiry and 


received no notice other than the facts 


ler Smith...

jts use aga ditch, On June. 12, 1877, a 
combatant for an injunction , was filed 

y the city against David Burbank, 
who was then the owner of the Provi- 
dencia ranch. In that case an order 
was made on that day restraining the 
defendant, his agents, servants and 
privies from obstructing, diverting, or 
using any water flowing in the river 
or in the ditch, or in any_way interfer- 
ing with the rights of the plaintiff 
thereto, until the further order of the 
court. The case has not proceeded to 
final judgment and the order remains 
unrevoked. 

When a servitude is acquired by ad- 
verse use, the disuse thereof for five 
years by the owner will extinguish it. 
(Civil Code, sec. 811.) The ditch was 
not used by the city, nor by any other 
person, from 1878 to 1891. Therefore, so 
far as the city had, or claimed, any 
title by prescription to the ditch, it has 
been lost by the non-user, In 1877 the 
ditch was enlarged so as to double its 
capacity. There does not appear to 
have been any grant of the right to so 
enlarge it. The additional space occu- 
pied by reason of this enlargement is 
occupied without right, and to that 
ry eg thereof the city has no right or 

. Tt remains to consider the right to the 
originaWditch. Whateber right the city 
may have in this ditch must be based 
on thé*deed of De la Osa to Verdugo 
of October 3, 1845. Under this deed the 
ditch was located‘snd constructed and 
by conveyances became vested im the 
Canal ‘and Reservoir Company’ in 1868. 
That company then made it a part of 
its. system, whereby it took water from 
the river .at'the head of the ditch and 
conducted it to the city. In 1872 the 
city leased its entire canal, including 
this ditch as a part, and under this

Mere non-user of a part of a right-of- 
way for a term of years does not aban-

Under the principles thus decided it 
seems clear that the non-user of this 
portion of the ditch, there being no in- 
tention to abandon it, and no adverse 
use, did not in any way affect the right 
or title vested in the Canal and Reser- 
voir Company under the deed from De 
la Osa, nor the right of the plaintiff 
thereto as lesee of said company. 

Some dscussion was had in regard to 
the right of the city under the lease 
at the present time, and particularly > 
whether it is a tenant from year to 
year, or at will, or by sufferance. Upon 
reflection, I have concluded that this 
is an inquiry in which the defendants

have no right to thrust themselves in- 
to that dispute. They are not in privity 
with the Reservoir Company, but, on 
the contrary, the title of that company 
to the ditch is entirely independent of 
defendant’s title to the land. It is suf- 
ficient for this action if the city shows 
a right to the possession of the prem-. 
ises. The character of the title by 
which it holds possession, and the re- 
lations between it and its landlord, 
cannot be availed of by the defendants 
to justify an unlawful imterference 
with the use of the property. The city 
has a right to an injunction to protect 
its lawful possessions, no matter what 
the nature Of its tenancy may. be 
It is also claimed that the defend- 
ants are purchasers for value without 
notice of any claim by the city to this 
portion of the ditch. The sufficient 
answer to this point is, that the De 
la Osa deed, under which the. ditch 
is claimed, was recorded in the County 
Recorder’s office on September 18, 1868, 
and that the record is notice of its 
contents. The deed was made in 1845, 
and appears to conform to the method 
of conveying real estate under the 
Mexican law then in foree. The parties 
appeared before the alcalde, the con- 
veyance was declared before him, and 
the attending witnesses, was entered 
by him in the book of pwhblic instru- 
ments, signed’ by the. grantor, at-, 
tested by the Alcalde and the wit- 
nesses, and a copy or duplicate duly 
certified, was thereupon issued. No 
other formality was necessary to com- 
plete the grant. (White’s Land Laws of 
California, p.. 297, 299.) This copy of 
duplicate was the document to be held 
y the grantee as evidence of the grant 
nd of his title, and corresponds to the 
deed under our system. It is considered 
as @ duplicate copy of the original, 
which is entered in the record, and 
possesses like force as evidence. Don- 
ner vs. Palmer, (31 Cal. 510-513.) It is 
true it is not acknowledged as now 
required by law but it was duly au- 
thenticated in. the manner required by 
law in force at the time of its execu- 
tion, and it is a valid conveyance of 
land, and -not a mere copy. Sec. 1207 
civil code, is therefore applicable to 
this record. That section provides that 
any instrument affecting real property 
which was, previous to January 30, 
1873, copied into the proper record in 
any county recorder’s office shall be 
deemed to impart, after that date, no- 
tice of its contents to subsequent pur- 
chasers, notwithstanding the absence 
of any certificate of acknowledgement. 
The defendants also had notice be- 
cause of the fact that the old ditch 
‘was plainly visible on the ground all 
the time, and this was_ sufficient to 
put them on inauiry. There is a se. 
rious question whether or not the re- 
straining order in the case against 
Burbank operated upon the defendants 
as constructive notice. It is directed 
to David Burbank and his ‘“privies’’ 


who are his privies In estate. No Hs 
pendens notice was filed in che action 
as reuuired by sez. 49,C.C. P., and 
therefore subsequent purchasers are 
not charged with notice of “the pend- 
ency of the action.” But an order of 
injunction is something more than a 
pending action. It is an interlocutory 
degree, and has something of the force 
and effect of a judgment. But, as the 
appearance of the ditch and the record 
of the deed were sufficient notice, it 
is. not necessary to decide this ques- 
tion.

take the water. In the fall of 1891 it 
became necessary to again change the 
place of diversion to a point higher up 
the river; and, upon that, the water 
controversy; and it has éver since then 
been used either by the water company 
or by the city. No new arrangement 
or contract was madé between thé two 
companies at the time of this last 
change, but the payment of $5 per day 
continued to be made and accepted 
without interruption, ,until about the 
time this suit was begun. 

The mere statement of these facts 
would seam to dispose of any claim that 
they constitute an estoppel, or form a 
basis for any right against the city. 
The water company had no authority 
to represent or contract for the city 
in any capacity. It was the lessee of 
twenty inches of water to be taken 
from the ditch, but not the lessee of 
any ditch, or water right, above its 
point of diversion. And, even if it 
were the lessee of the ditch, it would 
have no authority as such to give away 
the property, or by conduct “o bar 
the city of its right thereto. Moreover, 
the contract to’ pay $5 a day did’ not 
refer to this ditch, nor was the ditch 


reopened in pursuance of that or any 
other contract. There does not appear 


to be any element in the case necessary } 


to make an estoppel. The city is in no 
way involved in the controversy ‘with 
the Citizens’ Water Company; did not 
authorize or ratify. the contract; and is 
not bound thereby. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that 
the plaintiff has the right.to maintain,

- PUBLIC STREETS MONOPOLIZED 
BY BUILDERS. 


Travel Made Dangerous by Piles of 
Brick, Lumber and Mortar—No 
Regard for Public Convenience. 
A Few Exceptions. 


» ' Numerous collisions have taken place 


of late between horse conveyances and 
street cars, This fact is due to a large 
extent to the piles of building material 
which block the streets in the prin- 
cipal parts of the city. While the fact 
that building is going on in every di- 
rection is highly gratifying in one 
sense, it is undoubtedly unpleasant 
and dangerous in other respects. The 
piles. of brick, lumber and mortar 
which litter the thoroughfares are a 


' menace to life and limb. 


Builders are expected to use reascn- 
-able care and discretion in- placing 
their materials, but they do not ali do 
it. Some to. whom all honor is due, 
dump their materials upon the ground- 
floor of the building being constructed 
and hoist it up from that point. This 
way is quite as conventent as_ the

everybody concerned. At pres2nt the 
Streets in front of nearly ail =he new 
Structures present a scene of woe and 
desolation» Muddy planks, empty bar- 
rels, wheelbarrows,’ iime and wortar 
are al) piled together, and in man 
cases the collection stretching nearl® 
half-way across the street. 

A noticeable example of this sort 
is to be found at the corner of Fourth 
street and Broadway. In front of this 
place, which is a half-finished store, 


heing._erected. for O. Joiinson, is a- 
very wilderness of truck. Facing the 


building itself is a huge piic¢ of mortar 
about fifteen feet long and eight feet 
high. This is built up on each side 
with barrels, and stretchcs right out 
to the car line, just leaving room for 
a car to pass in safety. Flanking this 
‘are several piles of bricks, a lot or old 
barrels and a heap of planks of various 
sizes. Should the barrier of barrels 
which holds up the mortar fail, the 
car Hne would be bloca«cd, and if 
car sappened. to be passing at that 


moment, the consequeaces might be 
disastrous. The sidewalk is a network 
of scaffolding, and’ although it is 
claimed that daring iadividuals have 
penetrated the maze and arrived alive 
at the other side, most people walk 
in the middle of the street, around the 
oaees in preference to taking the 
risk. 

Not half a block further down Broad- 
Way another case meets th2 eye. J-e- 
tween Fourth and Fifth streets, a four- 
story building is nearing completion. 
The portion of the thoroushfar2 uppe- 
site it is piled up neariy to the car

use, for the most part, and mighr just 
as well be dumped. away somewhere. 
This building is being erected hy

The Los Angeles Athletic Club build- 
ing, although not as bad an offender 
as most of the other places, stiil has 
room for improvement. The sidewalk is 
blocked and planks run out into the 
street, which force vehicles to ,turn 
neariy into the car treck. 

a“. case in vivig contrast to the others 
mentioned is found at the corn:r of 
Fifth street and Broadway. Here the 
bricks are all piled neatly on the edge 
of the sidewalk, making a long thick 
wall. The, other material is arranged in 
the same manner. No cause for com- 
plaint could possibly be raised here. 

The Wilcox building, at the corner 
of Second and Spring streets, is an- 
other case in point Where the builders 
have regard .for public convenience. 
Tihis is one of the largest and handsom- 
est buildings erected during the year, 
and the tirsumjacent streets have 
been kept remarkably clear of building 
materials. A high board fence, inclos- 
ing only a portion of the sidewalk, pro- 


ing opefations and all the material is 
dumped on the inside of the inclusure. 
Work on this building has been pushed 
right along from the time it was begun, 
and should be an example to other 
builders.

BRAVE MAN GONE. 4 
The Military Career of Gen. M. D. 
Leggett. 

Gen, M. D. Leggett, whose death at 
Cleveland was announced in recent 
dispatches, _was at the outbreak of 
the war of the rebellion Superintend- 
ent of Schools in Zanesville, O. Ten- 
dering his services to Gov. Tod, he re- 
ceived a commission of colonel, and re- 
cruited the Seventy-eighth Ohio’ in 
Muskingum, and adjoining counties. 

His regimept was ordered to Fort 
Donelson in Rypruary, 1862, and there 
entered active He was as- 


rvice. 
signed to the Second Brigade of Gen. 
Lew Wallace’s division, in which he 
served in the Shiloh and Corinth cam- 
paigns, and in Western Tennessee, and 


in Gen. Logan’s divison. He partici- 
pated in Gen. Grant’s attempt to reach 
Vicksburg by way of Jackson, Miss., in 
the fall of ’62. 

The fortune, or fate, of war as- 
signed Leggett’s regiment, -the Sev- 
enty-eighth, with the Twentieth and 
Sixty-eighth Ohio and the Thirtieth IIli- 
| nois, to the famous division of that fa- 
mous volunteer soldier, Gen. John A. 
Logan; these regiments forming the 
Second Brigade, Third Division, Seven- 
teenth Army Corps, which position it 
held to the close of the war. | 

The Thirtieth Illinois was finally 
transferred to another division, and 
Col. Leggett was appointed brigade 
commander, which position he held 
through the Vicksburg campaign, re- 
ceiving his commission as_ brigadier- 
general, during the campaign, for meri- 
torious serv in the field, which rank 
he held until the summer of 1864, when 
Gen. Grant was assigned to the com- 
mand of the Army of the Potomac, and 
Gen. W. T. Sherman succeeded him in 
the command of the army of the Mis- 
sissippi, Gen. Logan, then of the Third 
Division, Seventeenth Army Corps, was 
assigned tothe command of the Fifteenth 
Army Corps, and Gen. Leggett succeeded 
him in the command of the Third Div- 
ision, Seventeenth Corps. It wasa high 
honor to succeed to the command of 
a division that had won fame for Gen. 
Logan, who had led it only to vic- 
tory and was as proud of it as it was 
of its notable commander. Gen. Leg- 
gett took the command with the en- 
tire confidence of his soldiers, and en- 
tered the Atlanta campaign. Under 
his leadership the division lost none of 
its prestige, but won high honors. 

It was at Atlanta that Gen. Leggett 
won his major-general’s star, and it 
was well-earned, for no braver man 
ever«led a division into battle. He 
was cool and collected under fire, kind 
and courteous to his men at all times, 
and they loved and respected him. He 
led his division on the ‘march to the 
sea and up through the Carolinas to 
Raleigh, and, after the surrender of 
Johnston’s army, on to Washington 
and to the grand review. In June, 1865, 
Leggett’s division, with the other div- 
isions of the Seventeenth Corps, were 
ordered to Louisville, Ky., where they 
were mustered out in July. 

In a circular reviewing the history 
of the division, issued by Gen. Leggett, 
he said it had fought during its serv- 
ice thirty-seven battles and skirmishes, 
‘and had marched by actual tally over 
5000 miles in the various campaigns in 
which it had taken part. It had always 
been a part of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee. It,had never lost a flag. ! 

Gen. Leggett served as Commissioner 
of Patents under President Grant and 
patent lawyer up to. 
the time of his death. After leaving 
the Patent Office he became a promoter 
of the Brush electric light and amassed 
a considerable fortune. He was highly 
esteemed in Ohio, and at oné time was 
prominently spoken of for Governor of 
the State. C. HUNT.

@attle, serves to draw attention to the 
extraordinary rapidity with which this 
mobile animal has disappeared from the 
Wast section of country that it for- 
merly had almost entirely to itself. 
At a recent meeting of the Portland 
(Me.)) Historical Society, Maj. Charles 
H. Boyd read a paper on the extinction 
of the buffalo, which was accomplished 
only about ten years ago. The early 
limits of this animal extended as far 
@astward as Washington, D. C. The 
greatest number were found on the 


’ ¢reeless plains of the West. In 1871 a 


Wast herd was scen by Maj. Boyd be- 
tween Fort Zan and Fort Larned; on 
the Arkansas River. It was fifty 
miles deep and twenty-five miles wide, 
but the herd was composed of nuther- 
ous small herds, slowly eating their 
way toward the northward for better 
gummer pasturage, after its winter so- 
journ in the South. The buffaloes 
@veraged twenty to the acre, and 
moved northward about ten miles per 
day. It was estimated that this herd 
comprised 4,000,000, and it was prob- 


- ably something more than that num- 


ber. 

At first the method of hunting the 
buffalo was by “running,” both In- 
dians and white men following this 
sportsmanlike practice, which com- 
bined sport with a considerable spice 
of danger. But later on, when the 
mad warfare for robes began, these 
methods were too slow for the greedy 
‘pot-hunters. This caused the  cold- 
blooded butchery of the still hunt, the 
deadliest of all buffalo slaughter. A 
single butcher, with long-range breech- 
loader, who just knew enough to make 
a’“speak” and get a stand on a 


“bunch,” has been known to kill from | 


1000 to 3000, unaided, in a season. As 
late as 1875, on the range, a bull robe 
was worth only $1. To obtain such a 
‘pitiful sum this noble animal was 
wiped from the face of the earth. 


— 


The completion of the Union/Pacific 


America into two herds, whi¢h there- 
after were known as the nordhern and 


contain twice as many (ndividuals as 
the northern herd, althgugh its range 
covered but one-half as/much territory. 
Its geographical center was, in 1870, 
just prior to the great slaughter, in 
Southwestern Kansas. 

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad and the Kanna Pacific were 
now constructed Zhrough the heart of 
the range, and bjt little else was done 
in this region dAiring the years 1871-74 
except buffalo Ajilling. The rush to the 
range has. ben likened to that of the 
California ines in earlier years. 
Merchants jocated along the lines of 
these railrfads and built up an im- 
mese busiMess outfitting the slaughter 
parties ahd handling the products. It 
was no funcommon thing for one man 
to brimg in two barrels of salted 
tongu:/s at a time, not a pound of meat 
or a ssolitary robe. This wanton kill- 
ing feached its height in 1873, when 
railroad brought out 250,000 robes, 
0,000 pounds of meat and 300,000 


| ppunds of bones: Col.-Dodge says that 


Ys robe sent to market then might 
represent five buffaloes—such was the 
want of knowledge and skill ifi shoot- 
ing the animals and curing their robes. 
'The final destruction of the northern 
herd began with the building of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad in 1881-’82. 
The range was then between the val- 
ley of the Platte and the Great Slave 
Lake, and the herds were most abun- 
dant along the central portion of this 
region. Prior to this time, for some 
fifty years, the annual output oferobes 
from this region had varied from 
50,000 to 100,000. 

The year 1881 witnessed a similar 
rush of hide-hunters to the northern 
range that had occurred ten years be- 
fore in the southern. At that time 
robes were worth three times as much 
as when the southern herd was de- 
stroyed, and the hunters were sure of 
a rich reward as long as the buffaloes 
lasted.. This herd was then estimated 
at 1,000,000. .As late as 1883 a.herd of 
75,000 crossed the Yellowstone a few 
miles from Fort Keogh, with seores 
of Indians, pot-hunters and white 
butchers at their heels, bound «for a 
harbor of safety in the Dominion of 
Canada, but not 5000 of this mighty 
host lived to reach the British border. 
Unquestionably that region yielded an 
immense number of robes, as attested 
by the thousands of tons of bones more 
recently gathered there. 

The same brutal methods were pur- 
sued to kill off this herd as were em- 
ployed against the southern herd. But 
the product was a much larger pro- 
portion of robes to animals killed, 
owing to less wasteful methods of 
killing and curing. Robes then brought 
to the hunter $3. Mr. Smith of Mon- 
tana killed 107 from one stand in one 
hour’s time, in the Red Water country, 
109. miles northeast of Miles City, and 
claims he killed. 5000 between Novem- 
ber and February in 1881-82. 

Commenting upon this paper of Gen. 
Boyd’s, the American Cultivator re- 
cently gave the following facts in re- 
_— to the final extinction of the buf- 

alo: 

“At. the beginning of the hunting 
season of 1883, the herd contained 
10,000 head and was located between 
the Black Hills and Bismarck. Smith 
was in at the death, and says by Octo- 
ber the herd was reduced to 1200, when 
Sitting Bull’s band arrived at Standing 
Rock Agency and in two days’ time 
‘killed the entire herd. He says: 
“When we got through the hunt there 
was not a hoof left.’ That wound up the 
buffalo of the far West. For a long 
time there were rumors that the 
herd had only gone north and would 
eventually return in force. But as-sea- 
son after season passed without the 
appearance of an.animal or informa- 
tion of the existence of the herd in 
Canada wilds, the American buffalo 
butcher sought other means of liveli- 
hood, and, let us hope, less question- 
able. 

“There may be a very few buffaloes 
yet in a wild state, but the nearer the 
species approach complete extermina- 
tion the more eagerly are the lonely 
fugitives pursued to death. The 
largest number now known to exist 
is the small herd protected in the Yel- 
lowstone Park, possibly 400 in num- 
ber, and there may be as many more 
scattered over the immense ranges in 
very small bunches and hidden in 
most inaccessible places. 

“There are quite a number of domes- 
ticated herds, of which that of Charles 
Allard of Montana contains about 150. 
A buffalo hide is now valued at a sum 
approaching $100, and the mounted 
head of a bull perhaps several hundred 
dollars.” 

Seldom has such a ruthless and wan- 
ten destruction of animal life been re- 


corded as this. Unless the various 


passing adequate laws, the elk, the 
deer and all other large wild animals 
of this country will soon be known 
only as curiosities.

“Why Legal-tender Notes Must Go” 
is the title of an article by Charles C, 
Jackson, in the last issue of Sound 
Currency, a semi-monthly publication 
printed in New York and devoted to 
financial questions.

The writer. points out with some 
minuteness the tremendous expense of 
the government’s continuing to reissue 
legal-tender notes, and argues that our 


only hope of financial salvation lies | 


in the retirement and cancellation of 
the legal-tender notes, the Sherman 
treasury notes, and the silver certifi- 
cates. The fact that the law provides 
for the redemption of the latter in sil- 
ver he regards as of little moment, 
since the government is pledged to 
maintain the silver coins at a parity 
with gold, which makes these coins 
virtually redeemable in gold. 


Mr. Jackson says that the contracts 
payable in lawful money in this coun- 
try amount to not less than $25,000,000, 
and that the fear that the standard 
of our lawful money may be degraded 
“paralyzes our energies, curtails our 
industries, and lessens our incomes 
very seriously.’’ He declares, further, 
that “in the last panic year the ag- 
gregate of the incomes of our inhabi- 
tants was reduced probably 20 per 
cent. at least, and today our incomes 
are probably 10 per ceht. less than 
they would be if this fear of partial 
repudiation did not hang over us. The 
total incomes of our people are some- 
where about $12,000,000,000 per year, 
and 10 per cent. of this is $1,200,000,- 
000. This is the sum, then, which the 
use of overvalued silver and untrust- 
worthy legal-tender paper as standard 
Mr. 
Jackson undoubtedly exaggerates the 
loss of income from this source. Con- 
tracts can be made payable in «gold, 
and many are so made. Until very re- 
cently “the fear of partial repudia- 
tion” has been so slight as not to be 
worth taking into account; and even 
under existing conditions this fear is 
not sufficiently in evidence to produce 
the serious results claimed, for there 
is scarcely ‘a remote possibility that 
the free-coinage extremists can secure 
the realization of their impracticable 
theories. The worst that they can do 
is to retard necessary legislation, thus 
harassing the business interests of the 
country and preventing the complete 
restoration of confidence. 

Gold has been flowing away from 
our country during the past eight 
years, Mr Jackson says, “because our 
government has so abused its power 
to issue paper currency that both our 
own and foreign investors are doubtful 
whether that currency will be always 
redeemable in gold. This doubt has 


with the decline in ‘value 


of our large stock of silver, all of which 
is practically redeemable in gold, with 
no adequate gold reserve to meet such 
an obligation. There is plenty of gold 
in the world, and the natural laws of 
trade will quickly start it to flowing: 
our way, once we fully decide to stick 
to the gold standard.” 

With President Cleveland, Mr. Jack- 


son thinks that the government should 


go ehtirely out of the business of issu- 
ing paper money, and he points out 
that our banks, with assets aggregat- 
ing some $5,000,000,000, are better fitted 
to issue currency than is our govern- 
ment, which has practically no assets, 
and which in times of stringency, or 
emergency can obtain gold only by 
selling its own promises to pay. The 
resources of this country are so great 
that it has succeeded thus far in keep- 
ing its legal-tender notes at par with 
gold, though similar experiments tried 
in other countries have invariably 
failed. On this point the writer says: 

“We have done wonders with our 
government paper, having restored its 
redeemability after, in the stress of 
war, it had once been irredeemable. 
But we have since then followed in the 
course of other nations by increasing 
the quantity of the notes (contrary to 
everybody’s confident expectation and 
intention) from $350,000,000 to $836,- 
000,000, and we have now got to the 
point where a little preference for gold 
is indicated by the way it goes out of 
the treasury in return for paper and. 
silver. 

“We know that most, and perhaps 
all, nations that have used paper money 
at all, have tried our experiment of 
using as legal-tender currency demand 
notes on which the government is the 
promissor, These notes have always 
been defaulted. No such paper except 
ours is at par today in the whole 
world. All the intelligent nations have 
abandoned the’ effort and substituted 
metal as the only legal-tender, and 
now have all their paper issued by 
banks. The Bank of England notes 
form no exception to the rule. They 
are so guarded as to be similar to gold 
certificates rather than notes. They are 
not legal-tender by the bank to pay 
its debts in any case, and they utterly 
cease to be legal-tender for any pur- 
pose by anybody whenever their con- 
vertibility into gold on demand ceases; 
so that their fall below par does not 
affect the value of contracts to pay 
lawful money.. Of course, too, these 
notes are issued by a powerful bank, 
with huge capital and deposits—not 
by a government treasury which has 
neither capital or deposits. It is cer- 


tain, therefore, that we are using ‘an’ 


antiquated and discredited form of cur- 
rency and are neglecting the clearest 
and strongest warnings of experience.” 
' Whether the demand notes of the 
government should all be retired per- 
manently is a question upon which

‘ ENGLAND’S. TRIUMPH. 
‘The Great Benefits She Has Derived 
from the Gorman-Wilson Tariff. 


(American Economist:) Last week 
we received by special cable, and pub- 
lished in the American Economist, 
the total value of the exports of woolen 
4 from Bradford up to December 
31, 1895, the first complete year of our 
experience in actual free trade in wool, 
The result confirmed whatevery Protec- 
tionits anticipated and proclaimed. Our 
free trade was of more benefit to Eng-. 
lish than to American manufacturers. 
Bradford shipped us woolen goods 
worth £5,701,242. This was an increase 
of £3,473,649 over and above the an- 
nual shipments during the full Mc- 
Kinley tariff period from 1891 to 1894. 
American free trade in wool benefited 
Bradford to the extent of an additional 
$17,000,000 in a single year. 

Our experiment with free trade in 
wool for one year has enabled English 
manufacturers of yarns, woolen and 
worsteds to sell more than four times 
as much of their goods as they did in 
1894, and 150 per cent. more than their 
average annual sales’ during the en- 
tire protection period from 1891 to 1894 
inclusive. So much for the boon of 
free raw material to our woolen manu- 
facturers. 

Now, as_ to wool, the United King- 
dom sent us, in 1895, over 140 per cent. 
more English, foreign and colonial wool 
than in 1894, the increase in values be- 
ing $14,000,000. Compared with the en- 
tire McKinley protection period, 1891 
to 1894, inclusive, this increased value 
of wool sent here last year wds almost 
$11,000,000—that amount more money 
taken away from American farmers, 
while our manufacturers lost trade 
worth $19,000,000 additional. 

Never within thirty years have we 
imported into the United States, from 
all countries, as much wool as was sent 
us from the United Kingdom alone 
last year, and we have yet to learn 
the value of our wool imports that 
were shipped directly to this conn 
from Australia and South Anmierica. 
Then we must take cognizance of the 
shrinkage in the price of wool, as com- 
pared with the McKinley period, that 
our farmers did sell, before we can 
arrive at any correct idea of the en- 
tire losses inflicted upon American 
sheep-farmers by one year’s policy of 
Democratic free trade which, it was 
intended, should be a robbery of the 
many farmers ‘for the benefit of the 
few manufacturers. The Democratic 
scheme was partly successful. It- has 
robbed the farmers; but it has failed 
to be of any benefit to the manufac- 
turers. It has robbed them, too. 

The United Kingdom shipped’ to this 
country, last year, more woolen tissues 
than in 1891 and 1892 combined, and 
more than in the three years of 1292, 
1893 and 1894 combined; more than twice 
the quantity shipped in 1891 or 1892; 
three times as much as in 1893, and con- 
siderably more than four times as much 


as in 1894, 
the United 


As to worsted tissues, 
Kingdom sent us, last year, almost as 
much as in 1891 and 1892 combined, more 
than as much as in 1892 and 1893, and al- 
most four times as much as in 1894. Of 
yarns she sent us 50 per cent. more 
than in all four McKinley tariff years. 

We have to go back to 1873 before we 
find that the United Kingdom’ made us 
such large shipments of her wcolen 
manufactures. In 1890 the output of 
our domestic woolen factories and our 
imports of foreign woolen goods to- 
gether were worth a total of $380,000,- 
000. Last year the United Kingdom sent, 
us woolens worth $32,000,000.. To this 
we must add the imports from 
France and Germany which will 
probably aggregate $30,000,000 for 
the year, the combined shipments 
of tne two countries having averaged 
$20,000,000 a year for ten years past. 
This will give us a total of $60,000,000 
worth of foreign woolens imported un- 
der the first year of free trade in wool, 
It must have reduced the output of our 
own factories, last year, below their 
output of $338,000,000 when the cens 
was taken in 1889. If not, then there 
must be some very larg2 stocks of 
woolefi goods unsold, either tn the 
hands of our manufacturers, of the im- 
porters or of the wholesale and reta{i 
trade. 

Not only this. There was an a ° 
advance of 7 per cent. in the price -of 
wool Jast year, while there was leda 
than 1 per cent. of advance in the 


manufacturers have ex peri- 
ence enough with free raw material, 
then they will never get it. Of last 
year’s American wool clip there were 
102,000,000 oe unsold in dealers’ 
hands on ‘January 1, 1896. The value of 
the unsold woolen goods it is impossible 
to arrive at.

PAVED ALLEYS. 
Property-owners Awakening to the 
Necessity of Them. 


Now that it has been decided by the 
property-owners to pave the alley 
north of Colorado street between Ray- 


and Fair Oaks avenues with, 


esphaltum, and so gutter the center 
that the water Which now. stands in’ 
the alley to the depth of several inches 
in places will run off,. the business 
men occupying the stores and offices 
abutting on the alley just south of 
Colorado, between Fair Oaks and Ray- 
mond, are advocating “paving them. 
The recent rains have made both al- 
leys almost impassable. Mud and water 
do not dry up quickly in those espe- 
cial alleys; because they are shaded. 
from the rays of the sun by the build- 
ings, and those who dre obliged to 
pass through them complain bitterly 
of their condition. When the roads 
are dry and in good condition, these 
alleys are apt to be muddy, and are 
not only unsightly, uncomfortable and 
a nuisance, but the business men who 
are interested in downtown propert 
say that the condition of the alleys 
a real detriment to the property. 
Those interested in paving the two 
alleys mentioned declare that strang- 
ers who come to Pasadena are in- 
clined to think that in spite of urban 
aspirations, this community is rather 
countrified to permit the existence of 
such a state of things in the alleys 
in the heart of the ‘business section, 


In the paving of the Carleton alley, the 


use of asphaltum of a depth of an 
inch and a half is contemplated, the 
gutters to * of the same material, and 
horses are not to be permitted to 
stand any length’ of time on the pave- 
ment. The work is to be done by pri- 
vate contract, as soon as the contrac- 
tors, who are now at work on Ray- 
mond avenue, are able to begin it. The

THE BANK CLEARINGS. The clear. 
ings of the J.os Angeles banks-for the 
) past week amounted to $1,205,339, as 
compared with $1,006,673 for the corre- 
sponding week of the previous year. 
The clearings of the principal cities 
of the country for the previous week, 
as telegraphed by Bradstreet’s, and 
published in The Times of. yesterday, 
show an average increase of 8.5 per 
cent. Los Angeles did not show up 
well that week. Instead of an increase, 
it showed a decrease of 10.4 per cent., 
the total clearings being $1,136,510, as 
compared with $1,582,245 for Portland, 
Or. 


COMMERCIAL, 
CO-OPERATIVE TRADE SOCIE- 
TIES. Codperative societies are nu- 
merous in Great Britain, and appear to 
have been more successful there than 
in any other country. 


According to an article on the subject 
of codéperation in Great. Britain in a 
recent number of the Atlantic Monthly 
there are at present two great. co- 
operative wholesale societies, one for 
Engiand and one for Scotland, which 
are so much more important and ex- 
tensive than any other that a consid- 
eration of them is practically a discus- 
sion of the whole field. Of these, the 
English society withholds from the 
workers a share in the profits and the 
Scotch society allows him this share. 
The figures and other facts relating to 
the English society are given in the 
foHowing paragraphs: 

“The present codperative wholesale 
society, limited, was founded in 1863, 
as the North of England Codperative 
Wholesale Society, Limited. For nearly 
ten years it confined itself to the busi- 
ness of purchasing articles wholesale 
and, selling them:retail to codperative 
societies and companies, whether mem- 
bers or not, at a small profit, which is 
divided half-yearly among all custo- 
mer societies in proportion to their pur- 
chases, mere customers receiving only 
half dividends, customer - members 
whole. Its sales in 1865 (the first com- 
plete year of its working) were £120,- 
754. In 1872 there: had reached £1,153,- 
132. The society now began to turn its. 
purchasing 
some biscuit works, and starting in 
Leicester a boot factory in 1873, then 
soap works in 1874, other boot works at 
Heckmondwike “in 1880. Leather-curry- 
ing was entered on fn 1886, a woolen 
mill taken over in 1887; ready-made clo- 
thing départment in 1888 (clothing hav- 
ing ‘been already. made up in two 
branches as an adjunct to the woolen 
cloth and drapery departments:) acorn 
mill was opened in 1891, jam-making 
entered on in 1892, and a printing de- 
partment undertaken, besides building 
departments in the  society’s three 
Engiish branches—Manchester, London 
“1nd Newcastle; there is also a branch 
at New York.) In addition to these 
there is a shipping department, the 
society having quite a little fleet of 
its own. During the quarter ending on 
June 30, 1894, the society purchased a 
factory at Leeds for the manufacture | 
of ready-made clothing. . 

“The success of the society as a 
whole has been prodigious. Its. busi- 

nes in the distributive departments 

during the last. quarter, ended June 

30, was £2,272,946, or at the rate of up- 

ward of £9,000,000 a year, making it 

one of the largest commercial estab- 

lishments in the world; although the 

quarter’s business was 1 per cent. less 

than in the corresponding one of last 

year, and the profits were nearly 18 
per cent. less. In its manufacturing de- 
partments the sales amounted for the 
quarter to £196,407, or at the rate of 
nearly £800,000 a year, an increase of 
not far from 12 per cent. on last year. 

But the society has not been uniformly 
successful in its ventures upon. the 
field of production, and a considerable 
loss incurred in the workings of its 
flour mill thas reduced the net profits 
of the quarter by over 79 per cent. on 
last year. 


MORE FALSE STATEMENTS. Here 
is an instance showing how quickly bad 
news travels. It would be matter for 
regret even if the statements made 
were true, but it is the more regretable 
from the fact that: the statements are 
not correct. In bold headlines, the 
Philadelphia Grocery World, in its is- 
sue of January 6, prints:. 

“California orange crop sata to be 
ruined,” and then proceeds to say: 
“Information has come to a prominent 
fruit dealer of this city that the tem- 
perature ruling in California during 
the last few days has been so low as 
to probably ruin the coming crop of or- 
anges. It was stated that the mercury 
at Redlands was but 18 deg. above 
zero, while at Riverside it marked but 
24 deg. Both of these cities are in the 
center of the prosperous orange-grow- 
ing district of. California, and even 
lower temperature is prophesied for 
those sections.”’ 

The true facts are that Redlands dis- 
trict has been very lightly touched by 
frost, certainly not to the degree stated 
in the Grocery World, of 14 deg. below 
freezing point. The Redlands orange 
crop may be said to be not injured at 
all. This fact, full examination having 
been made, is well-known here. 

The Grocery World then goes on to 
say: ‘“‘There was, of course, no way of 
verifying this statement, byt as it 
came from thoroughly reliable sources, 
it may be accepted until contradicted. 
Even without.the California oranges, 
it is probable that there would be a 
sufficient supply from Jamaica and the 
Mediterranean to supply the bulk of 
the demand; but unquestionably prices 
will be considerably higher if the Cali- 
fornia fruit is not a factor in the mar- 
ket, as the three varieties of oranges 
work against each other to the end 


line 
“While the appearance of the ‘Call- 
fornia oranges will not be affected by 


be very much lighter in weight, and 
their inferiority can easily be detected 
by the average consumer. In this way 
the trade in California oranges, no 
matter how many of them are brought 
to Eastern markets, will be very seri- 
ously interfered with.” 

The fine Italian hand of the Eastern 
foreign. fruit importers is apparent in 
these, and other like, statements. 

MAPLE SYRUP FROM CORN COBS. 
Eastern trade papers are having a good 
deal to say about the discovery of 
making maple syrup, that is to say, 
something that looks and tastes like 
maple syrup, out of corn cobs. It is 
the discovery of an Illinois farmer, who 
undertook to reduce a lot of corn-cobs 
to pulp. for feed, by boiling them in 
water. Noticing the liquid seemed to 
thicken, he tasted, and was impressed 
by the similiarity of the taste of that 


mitted to experts, who pronounced it 
equal to the manle product. The re- 
quired color is given by adding a cer- 
tain quantity of burned brown sugar. 

lf these facts are correctly stated, 
there is never likely to be a scarcity 
of “maple syrup” on the market, and 
it may happen that the cob of the corn 
will eventualy prove of more value 
than the corn itself.

According to the complaints made by 
the Nebraska beet-raisers, the Oxnards 
have acted there very much in the 
same manner as they are charged with 
having acted at Chino. The farmers 
say that hundreds of persons were in- 
duced to plant beets by promises of 
g00d prices therefor, They claim that 
the chemists in the employ of the Ox- 
nards defraud the growers in their 
analysis of the beets. The same charge 
has been ade by: growers at Chino. 

To say the least, the Oxnards appear 
to be uniformly unfortunate with the 
farmers from whom they secure their 
supply of raw material. As such cir- 
cumstances do not prevail at the other 
factories in the State, it is only fair to 
suppose that the fault lies chiefly with 
manufacturers, not with the ed 
ry. ~ 


STREET RAILWAYS. The develop- 
ment of street-railway systems in the 
United States during the past few. 
years has been remarkable. According 
to the Street Railway Journal there 
are in the-United States 13,588 miles of 
street railways. The capital stock of 
the companies amounts to $748,014,206, 
and the bonds issued on street-railway 
property amount to $552,125,505, making 
a total capitalization of $1,300,136,711, or 
nearly $100,000 per mile. 

It is a remarkable fact that of these 
13,588 miles 10,363 miles are already op- 
erated by electricity, although it is 
scarcely a decade since electricity was. 
introduced as a motive power. This 
shows that street-railway companies 
are fully up to the progress of the,age, 
and, incidentally, proves that manwfac- 
turers of electrical machinery are ac- 
tive in pushing their product. Only 
1914 miles are still left to the horse as 
a motive power, and 632 miles to the, 
cable. Steam is used on 679 miles of 
track, but in the States of Delaware 
and Idaho every mile of street railway 
is Operated by electricity. No horses: 
are now used in this service in Ver- 
mont, Montana and-Utah, and Rhode 
Island has only three miles of horse. 
railroads remaining. The State of 
Mississippi has. only 23 miles of street 
railway, and 21 miles of this are ne ae 
ated by mule power. 

California has the most cable road— 
160 miles—as well as 205 miles of horse 
roads and 317 of electric roads. Our 
relative position:is first in cable roads, 
third in horse roads, eighth in electric 
roads, and fifth in capitalization. We 
‘also stand eighth in the number of 
cars run. 

California -has the distinction of 
being the first State in whith a cable 
road was utilized for street-car service, 
that system having been invented and 
used by A. S. Halladie of San Fran- 
cisco. It is, however, a fact of which 
many people are not aware, that one of 
the earliest attempts to operate a steam 
railroad was under the cable system. 
This was.a road from London to Black- 
wall, in.which the cars were hauled by 
a stationary engine connected with an 


| overground cable. We have seen some 


changes since then. 


RICH ORE. Morgan & Co., the as-

PRODUCTION OF PRECIOUS MET- 
ALS. ‘A circular has been received fram 
Wells-Fargo & Co., the main points of 
which have been reported by telegraph. 
The circular contains the annual report 
of precious metals produced in the 
States and Territories west of the Mis- 


souri River (including British Colum- 


bia) during 1895, which shows in the ag- 
gregate: Gold, $48,667,383; silver, ~-$35,- 
274,777; copper, $27,052,115; lead, $7,170,- 
367. Total gross result, $118,164,642. The 
“commercial”. value at which the sev- 
eral metals named-herein have been es- 
timated is: Silver, 65 cents per ounce; 
copper, 11 cents per pound, and lead, 
$3.25 per hundredweight. 

California and Colorado show up 
about even in the shipments of gold. 
In silver, Colorado is far ahead in the 
shfpment of ore bullion; although Mon- 
tana takes the lead in the shipment, of 
ores, and base bullion by freight. From 
present indications the year 1896 will 
show. a ramarkable increase in the to- 
tal gold product of the country. It is 
not improbable that the figures of 1895 
will be doubled. The.production of gold 
last year was the largest of*’any year | 
since 1870, figures for which are given 
in the circular. The output has been 
increasing since 1892, and has increased 
with alignt variations since 1888,

|THE RAIN HAS BEATEN 


MANY FROSTED ORANGES. 


Estimated that the Loss Will Amount 


to Fifty Per Cent.—Packing- 
houses Closing for the Season. 
Still Much Good Fruit Left. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 18. —(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The scene presented in 
Riverside today is a sad one. The frost 
which came upon the valley on Satur- 
day night, January 4, was known from 
the start to have done great damage, 
but it takes several days to reveal the 
true extent of the dam done, and 
all manner of estimates* have been 
heard. The Times correspondent has 
purposely refrained from comment un- 
til the damage was fully in evidence. 
The rain has done its work of loosen- 
ing the fruit f the trees, and 
throughout the valiey, barring a few 
scattered orchards, the ground  be- 
neath the trees is growing yellow with 
the fallen fruit. While the damage is 
mo more severe on certain orchards 
than that of two years ago, it is evi- 
dent that the damage covers more ter- 
ritory, extending almost entirely over 
the valley. 


. Riverside had in sight on January 4 


a crop of oranges promising to bring 
in more than a million dollars to the 
growers. What will now be realized is 
a matter of conjecture, but the most 
favorable estimate that can possibly 
be made is weep hers marketable fruit

One of the leading packers had 
bought heavily of oranges. A good 
portion of them he succeeded in mar- 
keting, but on Thursday he hauled out
